Johnny Sharpless is like a 
number of athletes at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama in that he’s 
good enough to be starting al- 
most anywhere except where 
he is 


Playing behind All-Ameri- 
can Wayne Wheeler at split end 
is certainly no disgrace; but 
were the multi-talented Sharp- 
less playing at just about any 
other school he no doubt would 
be a starter. 


As it is, Tide head coach 
Paul “Bear” Bryant considers 
Johnny a first teamer, even 
though Sharpless doesn’t start. 
“I don’t-know what else we could 
have asked Johnny to do for us 
this year,” said Bryant. “He's 
done an outstanding job, both 
on the playing field and during’ 
practice and alsoas a leader of 
some of our young players.” 


Had Johnny not done well, 
it’s possible that the former 
Elba great might not have done 
much playing. Alabama loses 
both Wheeler and Sharpless 
after ‘this season and it’s likely 
that Coach Bryant would have 
liked to have been playing a 
younger man behind Wheeler so 
that he would have an experien- 
ced split end coming back for 
the 1974 campaign. Bama as- 
sistant coach Bobby Marks, who 
handles wide receivers, said 
that “we probably would have 
used Joe Dale Harris (sopho- 
more from Uriah) a lot more 
this year except that you can’t 
put’ Johnny on the bench and 
forget about him; not the way 
he’s played.” 


He admitted that he would 
like to be playing more. “Who 


wouldn't want to playoull the: ¥ 


time; after all, that’s what every 
football player wants to do. But 
let’s face it, Wayne is probably 
the finest split end inthe ration. 

I know that he didn’t make a lot 
of All-American teams, but any 

he didn’t make were just because 
of his statistics. We didn’t have 
to throw the football a lot and 


so he didn't have a lot of cat- 
ches, but when he did catch 
them it was usually for a first 
down or a touchdown, And he 
does a good job of clearing out 
the secondary and making blocks 
downfield That's one of the 
most important things a split 
end does in our offense.” 


Johnny could almost have 
been talking about himself. He, 
(oo, has impressive credentials, 
even though he hasn't caught 
that many passes. He pulled 
in five tosses during Alabema’s 
ll-0 season for 173 yards. That's 
an average of 34.6 yards every 
time he caught it. He caught 
two touchdown passes this past 
Season, including one of 69 yards 
for Alabama's first touchdown 
against Miami. 


Johnny has played three pos- 
itions at Alabama -- quarter- 
back and defensive back before 
switching to split end as a jun- 
lor, As a junior he caught four 
passes for 105 yards. AS a 
sophomore quarterback he ru- 
shed five times for 14 yards, 
including one touchdown, and 
completed the only two passes 
he tried.

For maximum safety in sit- 
uations caused by cutbacks in 
heating oi! deliveries, the ind- 
ustry recommended the follow- 
ing 
FREEZE-UPS 
, Any building , residential or 
commercial, must be heated to 
at least 40 degrees to guardag- 
ainst freezing or water in pipes 
and other plumbing fixtures. 
Accordingly, steps must be ta- 
ken to retain the building’s heat. 

Repair broken windows, sky- 
lights and doors. Close ventila- 
tors in attics and concealed pla- 
ces. If in doubt as to constant 
temperature, useathermomter,. 

Don't shut off heating incer- 
tain rooms without giving consi- 
deration to freezing; water pipes 
may be concealed by the walls, 
ceiling or flooring 

The heating and water supply 
systems of unoccupied buildings 
such as summer homes, must 
be thoroughtly drained or you 
are inviting trouble. 

Do not, EVE.', attempt to 
thaw pipes by using a blow to- 
rch or open flame of any kind. 
Use cloths and hot water or hea- 
ting elements approved by Und- 
erwriters’ Laboratories

Island has published a study 
of the physical, chemical and 
biological aspects of the Con- 
tinental Shelf region between 
Cape Hatteras, N. C,, and 
Nantucket Shoals off the 
coast of Massachusetts.

from their various areas of 
expertise to provide a basis

New Year's Message 


The end of one year and the 
beginning of another is a time 
for New Year’s Resolutions. 
These resolutions usually rep- 
resent the best intentions, the 
promises to do better or be 
better. 

Forty some years ago an 
American author, Max 
Ehrmann,wrote some beautiful 
brief thoughts that make good 
reading at any time of the year, 
but especially at the close of 
a somewhat hectic year. His 
remarks are entitled “Desid- 
erata” and I would like to share 
some excerpts with you, 

“Go placidly amid the noise 
and the haste, and remember 
what peace there may be in sil- 
ence. As far as possible with- 
out surrender be on good terms 
with all persons. Speak your 
truth quietly and clearly and lis- 
ten to others; they too have 
their story. j 

“Avoid loud and agressive 
persons, they are vexations to 
the spirit. If you compare your- 
self with others you may become 
vain and bitter; for there will 
be greater and lesser persons 
than yourself 

“Enjoy your achievements as 
well as your plans. Keep int-

SHEETMETAL STOVES, ETC. 

Wood or coal-burning stoves 
have not been in common use 
for 30 to 40 years. Thus, if 
your home was built since that 
time, safeguards, for such de- 
vices were probably not taken 
into account by the builder. 

Stoves of this type require 
adequate safety equipment, in- 
cluding metal and asbestos floor 
and wall shields, stovepipes 
leading to substantial chimneys 
and flues and drafts to regulate 
the fire. 

Installation of such stoves 
in a modern house must never 
be done without first checking 
with your fire department for 
professional advice, Also, re- 
installing a stove in an older 
house must be done with fire 
department approval since the 
flues and chimneys may have 
become clogged with disuse or 
crumbling of bricks and mortar. 


SPACE HEATERS AND OVER- 
LOADING ELECTRICAL 
CIRCUITS 

Electric heaters draw large 
amounts of current and if not 
properly used can cause danger- 
ous overloading of wiring sys- 
tems. Particularly risky, and 
even fatal, is the practice of 
using foreign materials to by- 


erested in your own career, 
however humble; it is a real 
possession in the changing for- 
tunes of time.

pass fuse boxes so they won't 
operate in the event of an over- 
load, thereby converting wires 
to white-hot breeders of fire. 

Such overloads on house wir- 
ing should be avoided by plugg- 
ing the heater into a little-used 
electrical circuit, never into a 
circuit feeding other major app- 
liances. 

Make sure that the electrical 
circuits in the house have cor- 
rect fuses or circuit breakers 
and that extension cords to por- 
table electric heaters are ofthe 
heavy-duty type. The most com- 
monly used type are rated for 
500 watts, while electric heaters 
draw from three or four times 
this capacity. 

Look for the Underwriters’ 
Laboratories seal of approval on 
all electrical appliances. It is 
your assurance that the app- 
liance has undergone certain 
safety tests. 

Never leave a portable heat- 
er unattended. 

If you buy an electrical 
heater, get one with a safety 
switch that will turn it off if it 
tips over 

Keep the heater far enough 
from furniture and curtains to 
prevent them from catching fire. 

Never touch an electrical 
heater or any electrical appli- 
ance while inthe bathtub or while 
touching a faucet or water pipe. 
FIREPLACE SAFETY 

Have a properly fitted wire 
mesh screen to prevent sparks 
from popping onto the floor or 
carpeting. With this in mind, 
keep handy a cloth in a can of 
water

American Know-How 
Can Beat Energy Crisis 


In the face of the increasingly 
serious energy crisis that thre- 
atens our Country, Congress 1S 
seeking to lay the groundwork 
for freeing America’s energy 
needs from the whims of fickle 
and unfriendly foreign govern- 
ments. 

Although warnings of an en- 
ergy shortage were sounded 
more than 20 years ago, Amer- 
icans were complacent because 
of what many believed were our 
inexhaustible natural resour- 
ces. Federal Bureaucracy, g0- 
vernment policies and Congres- 
sional wrangling have often hin- 
dered the development of new 
energy sources, and oil compan- 
ies, environmentalists and the 
public generally have all had 
roles in contributing to the cri- 
sis. But it is a waste of time 
trying to assess blame for the 
energy crisis, and the Arab oil 
boycott has at last awakened 
Americans to the dangers ah- 
ead, 

The Emergency Energy Act, 
which both the Senate and the 
House have passed--though with 
widely differing versions-would 
give the President sweeping po- 
wers to deal with immediate en- 
ergy shortage problems by pro- 
hibiting power plants from chan- 
ging from coal to oil and by re- 
quiring those plants thatare eq- 
uipped to do so, to burn coal. It 

eases rigid environmental rest- 
riction, requires maximum eff- 
iciency in oil production and 
gives the President power to ban 
the export of petroleum prod- 
ucts.

Never leave a fire of any 
size unattended. Let the fire 


die down before going to bed 
and then pile ashes over the 
embers and close the damper 
part way. 

NEVER use gasoline to get 
the fire going. Fumes could 
build up and explode. Use kind- 
ling and newspaper. 


Fireplaces should be check- 
ed seasonally to make sure the 
chimney and damper are work- 
ing correctly. A single bird 
‘or squirrel’s nest could lead 
to smoke damage in your house. 


GASOLINE AND OTHER 
FLAMMABLES 

The storage of gasoline, 
whether in small or large quan- 
tities, presents an extreme ha- 
zard to life and property and 
may be in violation of the law. 
Here again, authorization of the 
local fire department should be 
sought. 

Technicians have likened the 
explosive force of a five-gallon 
can of gasoline to that of 14 
sticks of dynamite. They also 
warn that escaping fumes from 
a gasoline can could be ignited 
by the pilot of a home fur- 
hace or by sparks from power 
equipment. 

Carrying gasoline in the 
trunk of your car is especially 
hazardous. A spark from sta- 
rting the engine, the flamefrom 
lighting a cigaret or the impact 
of a collision could blow the 
vehicle apart with fatal conse- 
quences.

CAR POOL ARRANGEMENTS 

With energy and regulatory 
Officials encouraging the for- 
mation of car pools to conserve 
gasoline, some motorists have 
expressed concern whether 
their standard automobile lia- 
bility policies will cover them 
in the event of accidental injury 
to themselves or to other oc- 
cupants participating in pooling 
arrangements. Car owners in 
such cases probably have no- 
thing to worry about, industry 
spokesmen advise. 

Insurance on a privately- 
owned, pool-shared vehicle is 
placed i jeopardy only if the 
pool is operated for a profit. 
In the situation where every- 
one in the pool uses his car 
an equal amount of time, there 
is, of course, no problem. 


To preserve insurance COo- >. 


verage, any car pool fee should 
not be more than a fair share 
of the gasoline, oil and general 
depreciation of the car. This 
divorces the concept of “fee” 
from the privilege of riding in 
a car pool and leaves the insur- 
ance protection intact. 

However, a participant ina 
car pool should make certain 
that his bodily injury liability 
limits are sufficient, since it is 
this coverage that protects ag- 
ainst claims which others -- 
including his “pool” pass- 
engers--can bring against him 
after an accident. 

If they have not already done 
so, present and prospective car 
pool members should consult 
with their insurance represent-

SPRAYING FRUIT TREES AND 
PECANS 

Clyde Moore of Rt. 3, Opp, 
has just recently bought a powe. 
sprayer to spray his fruit trees 
and also his pecans. It is a 
smal) family-type sprayer with 
a 40 gallon capacity and a 3- 
horsepower motor. It builds up 
a pressure of 400 pounds per 
square inch. Moore, who works 
at Dorsey Trailers in Elba, 
has about 25 peach trees, a 
few apple trees, grapes and 
scuppernongs. He has several 
pecan trees,also. He is very 
interested in his pecans 

I hope that he can get up 
enough pressure on his spray- 
er to reach the top of the pe- 
cans so that he can do a tho- 
rough job. A lot of people 
cannot spray their pecan trees 
because they do not have the 
equipment. To help keep down 
disease, though, be sure to pick 
up all the broken limbs and 
leaves under the trees. Also, 
be sure to fertilize the last 
week in January or the first 
week in February. If you wait 
too long to fertilize, it doesn’t 
do a pecan any good.

PEANUT PROGRAM 

A lot of folks are concerned 
about this year’s peanut pro- 
gram. The inconvenience and, 
in many cases, the hardship 
features of the newly-announ- 
ced program are hard to take. 
For example, a lot of widows 
and elderly people who have 
peanut allotments will have to 
forego the income that they 
have been getting from peanuts. 
This is going to hurt a lot of 
people in the county. The bad 
part is that it hurts those who 
can afford to be hurt the least. 

I keep hearing rumors about 
the fact that the announced pro- 
gram may be changed to allow 
the lease and transfer program 
as in previous years. I surely 
hope this will be the case be- 
cause January is here, and folks 
need to be making their plans. 


SOIL FERTILITY 

Coffee County farmers are 
sending in more samples of soil 
to the laboratory than in a long 
time. The agri-business firms 
in the county--primarily Mon- 
santo in Kinston, Coffee County 
Farmers Co-op in Enterprise, 
and Farmers Mutual Exchange 
in New Brockton--are paying for 
the cost of sampling. Every 
week I get copies of soil test 
reports which have been mailed 
back from Auburn to farmers. 
This week, for instance, I got 
in a large group of reports. 

More liming has been done 
this fall than in many years. 
Some lime dealers have been 
held up due to a shortage of 
lime. However, farmers should 
be able to catch up in January 
if the weather cooperates: 
Times change. Where lime is 
needed, farmers are applying it 
readily. They believe in it!! 
They have realized that a field 
that is adequately limed and 
fertilized is able to produce at 
its full potential. Coffee County 
farmers are learning that if 
lime is needed, no amount of 
fertilizer can make up for the 
lack of lime

Chufa is Yellow Nutsedge or 
Nutgrass. It is related to the 
purple nut grass that grows in 
our fields, but is not a pest 
like the more common purple 
variety 

A one acre plot of Chufa 
for every 25 acres of woodland 
is usually sufficient for tur- 
keys. Chufas are planted in 
the spring and require a com- 
plete fertilizer. Anyone inter- 
ested in buying some Chufa 
should get in touch with the 
Coffee County Soil and Water 
Conservation District office in 
New Brockton, P. O. Box 388 
(phone no. 894-6332). 


“BIRD FEEDERS” 


“Bird Feeders” is the title 
of a new leaflet published by the 
Soil Conservation Service. The 
leaflet contains information on 
using feeders to provide food 
for birds that are common ar- 
ound farm and city homes. 


Some of the things discussed 
in the leaflet are kinds of feed- 
ers, where toplace feeders, how 
to protect feeders from climb- 
ing animals, and the foods that 
are eaten by different birds. 
The leaflet contains instructions 
on providing food (water and su- 
gar) for hummingbirds. It con- 
tains instruction on placing 
feeders near the breakfast win- 
dow and attracting birds to other 
places where they can be seen 
and enjoyed. 


For most birds, food is plen- 
tiful in Alabama during the late 
spring and summer. It may 
become scarce during other 
seasons, particularly during 
late winter before many birds 
return to their northern breed- 
ing grounds. During periods of 
food scarcity, feeders are es- 
pecially recommended for br- 
inging birds close to homes, 
to school grounds, and to other 
areas where they can be enjoy- 
ed. 


The leaflet, “Bird Feeders”, 
will be helpful to you as you 
plan to feed birds during fall, 
winter, and early spring. You 
can obtain a copy of the leaflet 
from the office of the Soil Con-

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Supplemental Income Program 


Beginning January 1, 1974,a 
new public assistance program, 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI), will provide financial as- 
sistance to those aged, blind, and 
disabled persons who qualify for 
the program. It will be admin- 
istered by the Social Security 
Administration, a federal age- 
ney, rather than by the State De- 
partment of Pensions and Secur- 
ity which is presently respon- 
sible for making assistance pay- 
ments in Alabama. 

Pensions and Security will 
continue to administer the Aid 
to Families with Dependent Chi 
dren program, and will provide 
social services to those famil- 
ies, as well astothe aged, blind 
and disabled, 

Because Supplemental Sec- 
urity standards of eligibility dif- 
fer in some respects from those 
ofthe present financial assis- 
tance programs, some people 


As 
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will stand to receive smaller 
checks from SSI than they were 
receiving through the state ag 
ency, However, the law requires 
that the state supplement the in- 
come of such individuals so that 
their over-all income will not be 
reduced 

Persons applying for Supple- 
mental Security Income and Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children and found to be eligible 
for these programs will, without 
further application, be eligible 
for Medicaid, The majority of 
persons now receiving financial 
assistance through the state 
programs will be eligible for SSI 
and Medicaid. Fora small num- 
ber who do not meet the SSI sta- 
ndards, state officials are mak- 
ing every effort to continue Me- 
dicaid coverage for all such pe- 
rsons who are eligible for Med- 
icaid in December, 1973, How- 
ever, final determination on this 


point has not been reached. 

The Social Security legisla- 
tion does provide for continued 
Medicaid coverage for all per 


“sons not on SSI receiving these 


medical benefits as an inpatient 
in a hospital or nursing homeon 
December 31, 1973. Eligibility 
for Medicaid will remain in ef- 
fect as long as there is a con 
tinuing need for care for which 
the individual was institutionali- 
zed and as long asthe standards 
of an approved state plan in ef 
fect on December 31, 1973 are 
met. 

Medicaid also will be pro- 
vided persons who are eligible 
for SSI except for the fact that 
they are residents of a hospi- 
tal or nursing home and have a 
monthly income of $45 or more 
not to exceeda maximum amount 
of $210 per month. 

Normally, Medicaid eligibil 
ity begins on the first day of the 


month of application, if eligibil- 
ity requirements are met for 
that month. For those persons 
found eligible for Medicaid who 
have unpaid medical bills, Med- 
icaid can pay for services auth- 
orized under the program, upto 
three months prior to the month 
of application; however, such 
persons must have met the eli 
gibility requirements for Medi- 
caid in the month those services 
were received, Determination 
of this eligibility will be made 
by the Department of Pensions 
and Security 

Every Medicaid-eligible pe- 
rson receives a white, paper 
Medicaid eligibility card each 
month showing his name and id- 
entification number. This card 
indicates that a recipient is eli 
gible for Medicaid for the month 
shown. Itistobe presented with 
some form of identification at 
the time a medical service 1s

OVEN BAKING 

We all are being asked to 
reduce our use of energy be- 
cause of the fuel crisis. And 
there are ways we canconserve 
energy while we bake 

Heating up an oven uses a 
lot of energy. So keep the oven 
busy when it’s hot And use 
it for a long period of time, 
instead of heating it up and cool- 
ing it off for several short 
baking sessions. 

Also try to resist the peek- 
ing habit If your oven door 
dos 
doesn’t have a window, learn 
to trust your timer. Opening 
the oven door causes a sizable 
loss of heat 

The main point to remember 
is to keep the oven in use con- 
stantly once it is heated. 


LAUNDERING TIP 

Garments made of perman- 
ent press fabric blends may 
become frosted looking along 
crease and hem lines after re- 
peated launderings. This usu- 
ally indicates that the cellulosic 
(natural) fiber is wearing out 
faster than the stronger synthe 
tic fiber with which it is biend 
ed 

To help prevent this, turn 
garments inside out to avoid 
unnecessary pressure and ab- 
rasion to creaselines during 
washing cycles. 


PREVENTING 
ILLNESS 
What is salmonella and sta- 
phylococcus? In simple lang- 
uage salmonella is a bad bac- 
teria found in raw meat, fish, 
poultry, and eggs--and it's car- 
ried by dirty hands: And sta- 
phylococcus is a bacteria that 
comes from sneezes, coughs 
and careless hands. Staphylo- 
coccus forms a toxin in hams, 
custard-filled foods, cream 
pies, unrefrigerated cooked 
meat, anddairy products. Cook- 
ing kills “staph,” not the toxin. 


Never place other foods ona 
surface where you have had raw 
meat or poultry until you have 
thoroughly cleaned it. Scrub 
the surface---as wellas dishes, 
knives, and other utensils you’ve 
used---with soap and hot water. 
This keeps harmful bacteria 
from spreading to cooked foods 
and salads. 


Remove stubborn bacteria 
from cutting boards by serubb- 
ing the boards with soap and 
hot water, rinsing thoroughly, 
and then applying chlorine ble- 
ach 

Regrigerate cream, custard, 
and meringue pies, and other 
foods with custard fillings. It 
is dangerous to let foods of this 
kind stand at room tempera- 
ture.

RALPH BRUNSON PREFERS RUNNING TO HEART SURGERY 


Ralph Brunson, age 57, an 
executive of the Nashville, Tn., 
YMCA, gets his exercise each 
day by running two and a half 
miles on the roof of the down- 
town facility. Mr. Brunson, 
a native of Elba, is the son of 
Mrs. Kate Brunson of Elba. 

Brunson considered himself 
in good shape. He took delight 
in his exercise program, and 
even wrote articles about his 
self-exercise program and the 
importance of a good exercise 
program, 

He took a routine physical 
fitness test at the YMCA, and 
was told to see a doctor. The 
doctor felt, after checking his 
former EKGs and other health 
records, that he had too much 
cholesterol, so he put him ona 
diet ree pees fatty foods. He 
remained on the diet several 
months. Brunson said, “I al- 
most felt that I did not need 
to diet since | was burning up 
my excessive food intake.” 

After another YMCA Phy- 
sical Fitness Test, including 
the electrocardiogram under 
stress, he showed some im- 
provement after having lost 
some weight. The doctor, see- 
ing room for more improve- 
ment suggested a triglycirides 
tests, which Brunson took. The 
results of the test indicated 
to the doctor that Brunson’s 
problem was not high chol- 
esterol but triglycirides, sub- 
stances in the blood caused by 
excessive consumption of car- 
bohydrates. His diet was cha- 
nged again causing a drop in 
weight - this time from 176 
to 156. 

Still, in another YMCA Phy- 
sical Fitness Test, there was 
no change in his EKG under 
stress, and the Cardiologist who 
evaluated his tests suggested 
again that he go to see his 
doctor. Brunson did so again-- 
without hesitation. 

The doctor still puzzled de- 
cided that he had to get to 
the bottom of the problem, Bru- 
nson checked into the hospi- 
tal for a couple of days for 
further testing. The tests were 
elaborate, impressive and ex- 


pensive, but they solved the 
mystery -- to Brunson’s amaze- 
ment. 

The day following all the 
tests, Brunson was treated to 
a motion picture starring Ralph 
Brunson, 

The film showed a tube en- 
tering the artery at the right 
groin, moving all the way to 
the heart and exploring all 
areas, including going inand out 
of most arteries. 

The doctor suddenly stopped 
the projector and stated, 
“Before I show youthe remain- 
der of the film, I want you t 
know that you did have a pro- 
blem at one time, but you've 
corrected it. So, don’t worry 
about what I’m going to show 
you now.” 

As the film began to roll 
Brunson saw the snake-like tube 
making its way in and out ofhis 
heart and arteries. Then the 
doctor said, “Watch this.” The 
tube stopped and he commented, 
“You have a blocked artery.” 
He said it could have been de- 
veloping for forty years. He 
went on to say that Brunson 
should not be alarmed, however, 
as his exercise program had 
built up collateral arteries suf- 
ficient to handle the necessary 
flow of blood under all condi- 
tions. In other words, nature 
under favorable circumstances 
had provided a wonderful by- 
pass. The doctor compared it 
to a flooded river cutting across 
a bend in the river developing 
a new channel, 

The doctor was delighted 
with his find and urged Brunson 
to continue his running program. 
Brunson said, “Rest assured I 
was elated and thankful that I 
had enough wisdom during the 
past eight and a half years to 
set up and maintain a vigor- 
ous, health-giving physical fit- 
ness program that had probably 
saved and prolonged my life. 
Gratitude mounted as I realized 
that two close friends, includ- 
ing a former president of our 
YMCA, had just undergone open 
heart surgery for what I had 
personally been able to correct 
by cooperating with nature.”

A Tree

It was there before I was 
born - it was there in full 
grown branch waiting for me 
when I was born. I wonder if 
he thought - my grandfather - 
how much that pecan sapling that 
he stuck in the ground one day 
would mean to me;if he could 
envision the green spreading 
limbs, at once touching the sky 
and bending almost to the 
ground. Did he plan for his 
posterity the fruit its clustered 
stems would produce - the many 
hours of joy that family and 
friends would derive from its 
abundant shade? 

If he was like me at all - 
or I like him - then he did 
anticipate these things. When 
he tamped the last bit of earth 
down beside the tree, he stop- 
ped and looked upward and out- 
ward - and he could see it. 

He did live to experience its 
maturity - but not to experience 
my friendship and love of the 
tree, 

In the middle of our yard it 
stood, dominating that complete 
expanse of ground. And, I, ina 
childlike thought, could never 
foresee its demise. It wasage- 
less and deathless. 

Beneath its enormous shade 
we played. We built roads and 
castles and houses and bridges; 
rode tricycles, bicycles, wag- 
ons and stick horses; played 
Cowboys and Indians and Nurse 
and House and School. Around 
its trunk we played Tag and 
Hide and Seek - hung rope and 
tire swings from its iron-like 
limbs. 

Family and neighbors passed 


’ many pleasant hours engaged in 


conversation beneath its plea- 
sant shade. It weathered all 
the storms - not one limb ever 
fell on the house nearby. 

Then as time went on, some 
limbs had to be removed by 
the electric company - and 
some were hanging in the way. 
The cutting of them left gaping 
holes in the foliage, and! looked 
with disfavor on all this ampu- 
tation. 

Eventually, though, deterio- 
ration began from within. Its 
thick 3-foot-diameter trunk was 
the object of several bolts of 
lightning;it began to decay at 
the bottom. My son and a cou- 
sin once set off some fire- 
crackers at the base and the 
old wood caught fire and smol- 
dered for a long time. 

Things of my childhood began 
to go as they must. My grand- 
mother died; the old house was 
sold and removed from the pre- 
mises. I had to get used tothat 
empty spot. 

Then one day my mother sug- 
gested cutting down the tree, 
since it was almost hollow(yet, 
producing a plentiful crop of 
pecans each year.) My response 
was immediate and forceful. 
“No.!” 

But time and the elements 
chanced to come together ata 
precise moment, and during a 
recent storm, the more-than- 


50-year old monarch of my 
childhood playground fell to the 
ground - right in the spot where 
the old: house stood, my mother 
said. When I read that letter - 
I lost a friend. 

I can’t visualize the blank, 
blank space there, I don’t 
want to go and the tree not be 
there. But I will. I'l) have 
to. Then the tree and all it 
stood for will live only in my 
treasure chest of memories, 
which I open up from time to 
time and look at.:

These programs will help 
landowners establish and follow 
recommended permanent type 


conservation practices while 
farmers are being called on for 
all-out production to meet con- 
sumer and export needs. 

The Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Service 
will administer the cost-share 
agreements through its farmer- 
elected committee system, in 
close cooperation with other ag- 
encies of USDA. Planning, tech- 
nical and educational assistance 
will be provided by Soil Conser- 
vation Service, Forest Service, 
Extension Service, and State 
Forestry agencies. 

Program details will be an- 
nounced soon.
